Well,_he filled tho “volume,” and. required 
another. The London critic who. impudently 
declared that MacLaren had lived on the repu- 
tation of this 424 overlooked the fact that 
within tho noxt six days he ‘hit 152 against 
Notts,,108 against Middlesex, and 135 against 
Leicestershire—consecutive innings, In sueces- 
sive years at the Canterbury Festival, that is 
in 1896 and 1897, ho made 226 (not out) and 
244 for Lancashire against Kent, Proceeding 
to Australia again in the atitumn of 1897 he 
hit up 142 and 100’ugainst New South Wales 
in the same match--thus creating a record ‘for 
Australian class cricket, while he compiled two 
“centuries” in the ‘Test matches—and ‘six 
during the tour. His form on the Sydney 
ground was simply marvellous, and he captaixied 
the team well when Mr, Stoddart was ill. In 
the two tours ho scored no fewer than nine 
“ conturies,” and certainly, his repntation in 
Australis’ is quite as great as in England, 
During this trip he, married Kathleen Mand, 
the daughter of Mr. Robart Power, a well- 
known sportsman of Myrnong, near Melbourne, 
and, of course, she came to England with him.
